and the classes are full school room size. The 
fourth grade teacher has the class alone 
tor the first ninety minutes, while the class 
the school. The second ninety 
minutes the class alone with this fourth 
grade teacher and the class the special 
school, ete. The teacher thus has the oppor- 
tunity supervise the study periods her 
pupils.

four room schools, eight room schools, groups 
portable schools, and thirty 
buildings constructed especially for the new 
system.

GROUPING HIGH SCHOOL PUPILS. 

Supt. Geo. Morris Bloomfield, J., has 
recently reported his board education 
interesting method grouping high school 
pupils accordance with their apparent abil- 
ity. Mr. Morris introduced his plan year ago 
the first year high school classes. The re- 
sults attained have been successful that 
proposed extend the grouping the entire 
high school. 

“The plan,” says Mr. Morris, “is based 
very reasonable assumption that all pupils 
not possess the same degree mental ability, 
but that class one hundred pupils there 
are certain number groups which the 
pupils making each group possess nearly the 
same degree ability for accomplishing 
given amount work given subject 
given time. This assumption was made the 
basis for arranging the work the first year 
pupils Latin, history and algebra, and the 
arrangement has worked very satisfactorily. 

“In algebra, for example, the beginning 
the year had about one hundred pupils. 
These were divided into four groups, the mem- 
bers each group possessing about the same 
average ability far could judge from 
the records made the grammar schools. Work 
was begun under exactly the same conditions, 
the classes all having the same teacher and 
using the same book. the end six weeks 
the groups were not very far apart, far 
the ground covered was concerned, but dif- 
ferences ability grasping the subject were 
discernible, and was deemed advisable 
make some changes from one group another. 
the end another six weeks further changes 
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from one group another were made, and 


the different groups became more apparent, 
This method procedure 
throughout the year, individual help being of- 


fered out school hours the teacher and] 


many cases accepted the pupils. When- 
ever pupil proved his fitness enter more 
advanced group was transferred, this feature 
proving helpful incentive for closer 
application and more careful work. 

“At the end the year, was found that 
all the pupils one group had covered little 
more than the required amount work, all 
the pupils another group practically 
covered all the required work, most the pu- 
pils another group had covered about four- 
fifths the required work, and little over 
one-half the last group had covered about 
half the required work. Each pupil was 
given credit accordance with the percentage 
the work covered, and closed the year 
with fewer complete failures than previous 
years. There has also been less discontent and 
discouragement evidence. 

“Each parent whose child did not cover suf- 
ficient ground get the full number credits 
had his attention carefully called the mat- 
ter and each pupil understood that could 
study during the summer and take exami- 
nation the fall for making the work 
not covered during the year. The same plan 
has worked equally well the Latin and his- 
tory classes and result larger percentage 
pupils have returned school this fall than 
ever did from some former first year classes. 

“Parents are more and more coming see 
the wisdom not attempting force children 
who are not strong keep with those who 
have good health and consequently better abil- 
ity. Sometimes find pupil who can com- 
plete the high school course three years, and 
find number who can complete com- 
fortably four years, but there are many 
who work under conditions which make im- 
possible for them complete the course 
less than five years. they are working

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Our Present High School System Inefficient 


Superintendent ARMSTRONG, Charles City, Ia. 


Much criticism directed the public 
high school system throughout the country. 
The charge against seems that our 
present system inefficient and impractical, and 
that has been made largely through the 
domination our universities and colleges, 
which make certain requirements the grad- 
uates the high schools before they can enter 
these higher institutions learning. 

and should receive immediate and careful at- 
tention with the single purpose correcting 
once. the other hand, before as- 
sume that such criticism just and correct, 
and proceed tear our established ideas 
and customs concerning high school education, 
not eminently fair and very necessary 
that careful and logical analysis made 
the entire situation? This certainly can offend 
one and made with the sole purpose 
finding out the true situation entirely regard- 
less whom may honor condemn, good re- 
sults will crown the efforts. 

the determination such question, the 
first consideration must what the real busi- 
ness, end and purpose, the present high 
school. necessary agree upon this 
are argue toward any definite conclusion. 

fair say that the business the high 
school is, first, insure the perpetuation 
our government established; and, second, 
develop every individual child the institu- 
tion his highest capacity. this true 
what the high school must 
efficient and practical, then our inquiry will 
lead investigate broader basis than 
usually taken those whose desire seems 
criticism rather than fair solution the 
question issue. 

the development the high school stu- 
dent, must consider what best for the 
per cent. who never further than the 
eighth grade well the high school student 
himself. better logic assume that 
the masses who never enter high school are not 
considered the question, than fair 
assume that the university requirements 
not consider the welfare the per cent. 
high school students who never enter those in- 
stitutions. consider all for all time 
the conclusion will fault, and our in- 
vestigation entirely fruitless. 

The question further resolves itself into what 
must the high school for all promote his 
responsible for its government, and not what 
special development earning capacity can 
give some individual student. 

Our first aim must insure the perpetua- 
tion good government established, in- 
dividual earning power and all other interests 
count for naught, for they can only exist and 
flourish under good government. one 
sound judgment will take exception that. 

The next question will logically what sort 
education insures the perpetuation our 
government? Judging some the press 
comment, certain short-sighted individuals rea- 
son that this should left the ward poli- 
tician and the but one or- 
dinary capacity will doubt that the most 
important function the high school. 

The first and great tenet our government 
that all men have equal rights. This being 
true, becomes necessary for each 
know and respect the rights 
his fellow men the first principle our 
constantly violated; therefore, 
the first business the high school teach 


each and every student know clearly and 
respect diligently the rights his associates 
and the people the community. Knowledge 
government begins home and without this 
sane and practical view the matter, course 
are impractical. 

know clearly the rights others involves 
considerable careful thinking, and respect 
absolutely the rights others requires much 
correct practice, especially during that period 
the life the child when forming his 
habits; for the law self preservation and its 
resultant selfishness are constantly dictating 
other courses action. the development 
this doctrine equal rights, study his- 
tery which brings the student into close con- 
tact with the results the acts men, espe- 
cially those authority, from the commence- 
ment organized society the present time, 

History shows the inevitable results vio- 
lating the rights all for the selfish interests 
few, and must make the most these 
examples our effort establish the minds 
the students desire for the best govern- 
ment that society can develop and maintain. 
must especially impress the youth with full 
conception his duty governmental affairs 
and fix his mind determination stand 
for the best all times for other reason 
than his own salvation. 

Does seem wise that student should 
spend three four years his high school 
life studying the cause and effect the acts 
those authority upon the life society 
and the consequent advancement destruction 
those who are soon assume authority our 
own land not need complete knowledge 
the fatal mistakes government which have 
caused the most terrible calamities the hu- 
man History not compilation 
events with their time and place recorded for 
mere matter-of-fact reference. Its value lies 
the ideas that are awakened the minds its 
students which, correct and put into action, 
determine the growth and destiny our own 
land. neglect great opportunity 
invite the recurrence the most cruel and 
devastating periods the records man; for, 
without clear knowledge the results his 
acts, man’s selfishness knows bounds; and 
rule society for selfish ends, means final de- 
struction all. This, history 
established. 

The old law, “Practice makes perfect,” 
true the development .of governing ability 
the imperative duty those charge 
our high schools know that their organ- 
ization and management, each and every stu- 
dent properly and intelligently respects the 
rights all others, for without this thoroughly 
accomplished, all the teachings history “Be- 
come sounding brass and tinkling symbols.” 
seems evident that much the criticism 
has its origin the primitive manner which 
subjects are taught and the inefficient manage- 
ment good system rather than efficient 
management poor system. 

has been observation that poor results 
any school, whether high school several 
teachers district school one teacher, 
come from the composition several forces 
both within and without the school. Teachers 
are human and such are heir the weak- 
nesses the human race, chief among which 
desire become prominent our calling and 
gather unto ourselves such the world’s 


goods contribute our happiness. fol- 
lowing this doctrine, teachers are often induced 
sacrifice the future welfare child and 
society far may effect it, for present 
ends. often insist most strenuously 
that proper discipline not administered 
their child though the only manner 
teaching him the doctrine equal rights. Also 
they may insist that marked more than 
justly earns his school work. Teachers 
meet these difficulties their various degrees 
and order maintain peace and harmony, 
they too often sacrifice what right for present 
gain. 

fair assume that teacher who 
barely earning his daily bread through his 
meager salary should not fall before such temp- 
tation; but, the contrary, should brave every 
irate parent and his duty regardless the 
result upon himself. How about the business 
man? suffer the loss business be- 
cause knows that his goods are not the soul 
honor? His motto please the customer 
with talk you can, and real goods you 
cannot otherwise get his money. 

cannot denied that something the 
commercial idea has crept into our school work 
and too often find students expecting re- 
ceive that which they have not justly earned. 
This might all well and good were not 
for the fact that sooner later the student 
must earn what gets and then the effect 
such doctrine becomes apparent. The ultimate 
effect getting without earning school mat- 
ters just the same getting without earning 


‘in any other -business; steal plain and 


simple, and the effect upon society the same 
both cases. The school absolutely the 
only redemption the whole matter, and hence 
necessary that every school must demand 
every student that actually earns his 
honors before the wreath victory placed 
upon his brow. this matter there must 
equivocation substitution supposed-to- 
be-earned credits for those actually labored for, 
otherwise, should suffer severe condemnation 
instead criticism. The question often 


asked when are credits actually earned? 
safe say that earned credits must show 


plainly the lives and conduct those ex- 
pecting them both within and without the class 
room, and that whenever every piece work 
performed the student the product his 
very best effort, the school doing all possible 
for him. 

Regardless temptation, the teacher, like 
the preacher, unhonored and unsung, must stand 
his post and dispense absolute justice with- 
out fear favor and regardless present gain, 
insure the perpetuation our Government and 
the future welfare the individual. 

parents and those who desire co-operate 
with our schools would realize and practice the 
right doctrine, the situation would right itself 
and the criticism that now directed 
against our system would found without 
base stand on. 

The average parent very busy individual 
earning the daily bread for the family and 
often pleads that can give but little any 
time visiting schoel and thus give his‘assist- 
ance the teacher. all very true that 
does not have the time visit school, and 
should have the time, would know little 
anything about the efficiency the work 
after his visit; for one, not experienced and 
educated the teaching business, can tell effi- 
ciency any degree certainty merely ob-

very easy for any one tell noisy room from 
quiet one and yet either one may under 
the wrong kind discipline judged the 
results produces when the child free act 
for himself. Too much restraint just 
harmful too little, illustrated the pro- 
verbial minister’s children. 

When parents visit school should for the 
purpose encouraging the teacher dispense 
absolute justice their own children especially 
and not their neighbors’. They should en- 
deavor impress the teacher that their 
desire that their children should receive careful 
training with respect the rights others 
and their own self development and then 
sure that the children get sympathy which 
will give them unearned credit, 

Without adequate practical supervision ex- 
perienced educators some our schools are, 
graduation and marks will continue 
evidence qualification. seems very evident 
from their efforts get everyone through, that 
many schools exist for the purpose graduating 
many possible rather than educating them. 
This misapplication the function the 
schools the real cause most the present 
criticism, for many our critics are men 
the ordinary occupations life who judge 
from some particular result rather than from 
knowledge the entire matter. They un- 
wisely assume because some particular school 
fails produce good results that our entire 
system wrong. 


Much emphasis often laid upon the fact 


that our high school the approved list 
some university and great credit given 
those charge for securing such recognition. 
Experience teaches most school men that this 
may interpret the real worth the school 
and may not, depending entirely upon what 
basis the school received such recognition. 
was the direct result careful and adequate 
inspection those entirely capable judging 
the efficiency such institution, and whose 
sole end and purpose was pronounce true 
and honorable judgment consistent with his 
findings, then all honor the school that se- 
cures approval. But any other kind 
inspection made, with any other purpose 
view than the ones mentioned, then there 
honor due the school thus approved nor the 
university college that makes such inspec- 
tion. When universities send out men in- 
spect the high schools who far forget their 
real mission pass those institutions not 
standard for mere handful students 
they may get return, time direct 
our criticism higher up. eminently fair 
thé universities credit them with all that 
they toward making the high schools con- 
tribute more efficiency the business these 
schools already expressed, and fair 
point out wherein they fail so. 

The good all being the first consideration, 
the individual needs the pupil 
shaped toward that end, for when society 
the best condition, the individual profits most. 

Immature criticism attempts discredit our 
high school system upon the grounds that our 
students are impractical. Just what meant 
that term used something puzzle 
for two critics use the same sense. Gen- 
erally speaking, they mean: Does not enable 
students the high school perform his 
fathef’s business with much skill and readi- 
ness the father does after twenty ‘years’ prac- 
tice one particular line work. Very short 
sighted indeed the individual who expects 
our high school graduates conform such 
standard, for never was nor will the 

business the public schools train children 
special occupations. 


Some banker business. man 
boy just graduated high school and 
once seems think should show much 
proficiency running the business the 
banker does after twenty years’ experience. 
Compare the said banker’s knowledge bank- 
ing eighteen with the high school graduate 
eighteen neither has had any banking ex- 
perience, and the result will not criticise our 
school system. Give the graduate the school 
that places education above graduation few 
years’ experience the bank business house 
and note the capacity has for grasping the 
situation, and the real results the school 
manifests itself. 

One the principal reasons why more boys 
are not graduated from our high schools 
present because they are too valuable. The 
knowledge they have after year the 
high school makes him worth man’s wages, and 
proud his ability earn much, and 
tempted all sides spend money, goes 
work instead school. 

our critics would close the pool halls 
and questionable resorts every character, and 
parents would cultivate their children de- 
sire accumulate instead wear highly 
fashionable clothes, large part the real 
trouble would removed. say that our sys- 
tem wrong and produces impractical students 
from the consideration usually given the subject 
neither logical nor fair. will all admit 
that the boy today, whether high school 
student not, usually spendthrift. The 
number questionable affairs that fatten off 
his earnings evidence this well the 
fact that but very few young men have any 
bank account, though they are abundantly able 
so. 

The high school student further accused 
being loafer and wearer good clothes 
his father’s expense and, course, the system 
duly responsible. Any school that insists 
upon well earned honors not guilty produc- 
ing loafers. The management the local 
school directly responsible for this without 
the slightest bearing upon the system. The 
capacity today the young man who 
graduated from the high school five ten years 
ago proof the practicability our high 
school system from material point view; 
and analysis the purpose education 
its broad sense, together with the actual results 
produced careful and systematic study 
our present courses instruction proves their 
high efficiency when properly managed.

The Mental Attitude and Work.

the same sense you can compel the boy 
assume the attitude work. You can make him 
sit his desk with his eyes fastened his 
possibility compelling him study. the 
second place, work for purpose and 
realize that purpose that are willing 
work. are self respecting and believe that 
self respect requires earn our own living 
and that our family. work. want 
money, power, knowledge, matter what, 

Evidently there are three kinds work. 
the first one the activity and the end are both 
pleasant. this say that the man 
likes his work. not only rejoices the end 
reached but also joys the actual doing 
it. The best teachers work this way. Pri- 
marily, they are teaching earn their living, 
but the work the class room pleasure 
them. They love children and they love teach- 
ing. The day not long enough all they 
would like do. Their work means something 
them. They see the best and highest 
form service. very desirable that our 
life work should this kind, otherwise 
risk failure. When enjoy the work and 
the same time the end appeals su- 
preme importance then success practically cer- 
tain. Unless like our chosen work well 
that would actually prefer re- 
maining idle are not likely rise very far. 
Edison will shut himself his laboratory and 
eat sleep for days time com- 
pletely absorbed developing his ideas. 

Work and Play Relative Terms. 

Then there the work which find 
especial pleasure the doing but because 
the end view stick it. Necessarily 
much our work this kind. The 
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women office building can find little pleas- 
ure their work but because the end, e., 
their week’s wages, they stick it, and this 
saves them from drudgery. Finally, there 
the third kind—drudgery.

The same 
thing three different things under the three 
different conditions. dependent upon the 
mental attitude the one performing the act. 
With the little child all work must play 
spirit. grows older the more should 
emphasize the result. must increase his 
capacity work thing for the sake the 
end even though the activity unpleasant. 

The last form activity play. Every boy 
promise plays and the chances are that the 
abandon his play fair index the vigor 
and enthusiasm which man will put 
into his work. bad sign when boy says 
would rather study than play.

tennis bowling will revive exhausted ener- 
gies and give general toning the system. 

The practice theory. This was advanced 

another German (Groos) and also associated 
with Baldwin The thought that 
the play animals exercises them the very 
activities which they must seriously engage 
later. nature’s way preparing them for 
life. The dog develops the muscles and teeth 
essential him later. The young goat jumps 
and down, training the supple muscles which 
will later carry him over the rocks. The rabbit 
plays and develops the speed upon which his very 
life depends. There without doubt ele- 
ment truth this theory there the 
surplus energy and recreation theory. None 
them, however, explains play man. human 
life work different that play does not pre- 
pare for it. The child plays times because 
has surplus energy. also plays for 
recreation, but there back his play still 
stronger prompting than that which makes the 
animals jump and run, bite and scratch. When 
examine the plays children find that 
they are but living over again miniature the 
life the race. the child does for his 
own pleasure those things which his ancestors 
once did support life and protect it. 


Play Instinct Inherited. 

The building the hut, boat, some- 
times called impulse. This the outgrowth 
ages work the part our ancestors. 
The game tag, hide and seek, can traced 
back the time when these things were essen- 
tial the struggle for existence. These games 
later become actual hunting for the boy and 
finally dormant. The old man sev- 
enty rarely hunts. driver grocer’s wagon 
once stopped his team front house, 
jumped from his wagon, knocked the side 
door and wanted see the boy who had just 
run into the back yard. was assured that 
boy lived there. This justly irate young man 
then said that had been target for several 
eggs thrown this escaped boy. The boy was 
only giving vent inherited instinct 
throw, coming him from ancestors who killed 
game for food their skill throwing stones. 

interesting speculation for whether 
the work today will the play boys 50,000 
years hence. Probably not, because our an- 
cestors did work long enough for the impulse 
registered our nervous systems. Our work 
changes too rapidly for any such impress 
made.

Team work shows willingness 
fight for the team rather than self, except 
far the individual helps the team. The 
popularity football due its being based 
early instincts. 

All competitive games are perfectly normal. 
The boy who does not like them likely 
lacking grit and force. ,They help de- 
velop the virtues fortitude and courage. 
The social games develop fairness and honesty, 
both which are elemental virtues. The boy 
ostracised cheats play when would 
not cheated examinations. This shows 
how may use play arouse and stimu- 
late elemental virtues. but step from 
these natural ideas honesty the higher 
forms the present civilization.

are simply appalling. Only architects who 
study and design school buildings exclusively 
should employed.

Not only are the air-ducts school buildings 
generally too small, but even when adequate, 
two-thirds the space often choked with 
steamcoils. Not one city building ten pro- 
vided with the fan system forced ventilation, 
and the gravity system which use most 
the remainder now generally recognized 
inadequate. The worst abuse all the 
common and criminal practice the part 
janitors shutting off the fresh-air supply 
and even moderate weather. Fresh air 
generally admitted through opening 
the basement which attached swinging 
shutter sash, whence passes through coils 
steam pipes and hot air flues the school- 
room. Now, most city buildings are provided 
with boilers insufficient capacity both 
heat and adequately ventilate the rooms cold 
weather. Under such conditions, the janitor 
sometimes has choose betwen cold building 
and one poorly ventilated. Knowing that 
will much more likely “hear from” the 
former than the latter, partly entirely 
closes the shutter sash that controls the 
admission fresh air. Finding that this re- 
duces the amount his labor shoveling coal 
into the furnace, removes complaints about 
cold rooms, and raises his credit with the school 
board the good showing which can make 
economy fuel, continues persistently, 
sometimes spite repeated protests, keep 
the shutter closed even mild weather. 
some schoolhouses nailed the whole 
year round, thus children con- 
stant foul air. 

About two years ago, the nation was horri- 
fied disaster which one hundred 
children lost their lives the burning 
schoolhouse Collinwood, Ohio. Immediately 
special sessions boards education were 
all over the country; millions dollars 
were spent providing fire escapes and safety 
appliances, tearing down unsafe buildings 
and providing new ones. many places schools 
were closed until all necessary safeguards were 
provided. army were invade the state 
from across the Canadian border and even one 
life should taken, the whole state and na- 
tion would arms; state legislatures 
would together; congress would 
convened, and time and money would spent 
without limit repel the invaders. But every 
year and every day armies disease-germs in- 
vade every community, taking daily the na- 
tion far greater number. school children’s 
lives than were lost the fire Collinwood, 
and little said and nothing adequate done 
about it. The records the State Board 
Health show that Michigan alone 7,500 per- 
sons are killed annually diseases. 
summer, epidemics these are compara- 
tively rare; but the opening school the 
fall, bringing together large number chil- 
dren into close contact under conditions most 
favorable for the spread contagion, from 
homes every degree neglect regards 
sanitary conditions, the signal for outbreaks 
these diseases. 

Not only the schools thus become the most 
effective centers for the dissemination dis- 
ease, but the appliances for their spread from 
child child could hardly better adapted 
that end designed for the purpose. The 
law requires that the means restricting and 
preventing dangerous communicable diseases 
shall taught every school. Then, with the 
perfection inconsistency, with absolute di- 
theory and practice, pupils are allowed 
and practically required use the public drink- 


ing cup, which probably the most perfect 
means communicating each the nine com- 
municable diseases that has been devised, and 
which, spite the prohibition many 
state boards health, still use probably 
nine-tenths the schools the nation. 

Next after the drinking cups, the palm must 
awarded the sets supplementary read- 
ers owned many schools, generally without 
paper covers, which are each day collected and 
distributed promiscuously the children 
given grade and building. Once month, more 
less, they are passed other buildings 
rotation, that the course year 
they have gone through the hands every 
child that grade every school the city. 
Children cough and sneeze upon their desks and 
books; their hands unconsciously 
fected; their fingers into their mouths and 
noses, both receiving and distributing germs, 
and thus they are communicated the books 
and materials handled. Wraps from all sorts 
and conditions homes, many cases from 
those where infectious diseases have been 
are present, often used bed-covers night 
and sickness, handed down from older 
younger children until worn out and never dis- 
infected washed, are hung packed the 
school wardrobes close contact with the wraps 
other children, with the inevitable spread 
not only disease but lice, bedbugs and 
other vermin. The kiln-dried air, deprived 
its moisture contact with superheated steam- 
coils furnaces, becomes the chief instrument 
causing nervousness and irritation the 
mucous membrane lining nose and throat, 
promoting colds, influenza and the prevailing 
with which practically all Americans 
are said afflicted; the air, depleted its 
oxygen and surcharged with acid gas 
and waste matter, becomes, conjunction with 
the already enfeebled health the child, al- 
most perfect means spreading the two dis- 
eases most fatal and most feared—pneumonia 

must pass on, with only glance the 
flushed cheeks those children sitting within 
two and half three feet unscreened 
hundred degrees; noting passing the gro- 
tesque positions the little ones acquiring 
spinal curvature, constricted chests and im- 
paired digestion seats high that their feet 
cannot reach the floor, while others, twice big 
have double their legs like jack-knives 
order stow them out the way; children 
varying half dozen years age and corre- 
spondingly size, yet all obliged sit seats 
and desks the same height—a practice 
intolerable and unnecessary would 
require them all wear clothing the same 
size; often many hours day temperature 
high low that study impossible; drows- 
ing away their time, dreaming perhaps re- 
cess enjoyed other happier children, but de- 
nied their school because the powers that 
decided they “haven’t time,” when the same 
argument could used with much force and 
logic reason for not eating sleeping; 
majority the pupils with defective eyesight 
often unsuspected, due improper positions 
and bad conditions light; and using filthy 
darkened long use. 

One the most common pedagogical say- 
ings is, “As the teacher is, the school.” 
Since the superintendent selects the teachers, 
directs them and supervises their work, fol- 
lows that the superintendent is, the 
teacher. But the board education chooses 
the superintendent, determines the amount 
assistance have, fixes his salary and 
controls his policies. Hence, the board 
education is, the superintendent. But the 
people elect the board education; therefore 


the people are, the board. all must 
share the responsibility which finally rests with 
the people themselves. 


Superintendents have thousand things 
for every five hundred that they have time 
attend to. Their crying need for more as- 
sistance the complex and multifarious busi- 
ness caring for the bodies, minds and souls 
the hundreds and thousands little ones 
placed their charge. Education the most 
important business the world, whether meas- 
ured the number persons employed, 
the amount money expended, its pos- 
sibilities success failure, happiness 
sorrow every child and the adult be- 
Yet the work organizing, systematiz- 
ing and superintending the most inade- 
quately provided for any great business. Let 
superintendents hang out the sign, “Help 
wanted!” Let them acknowledge, when comes 
meeting all the high requirements included 
the specifications, that, the words the 
horse dealer, “There ain’t sich hoss,” instead 
assuming burden duties that impos- 
sible accomplishment. State superintend- 
ents co-operation with the United States 
Commissioner Education should establish 
standards assistance which each superin- 
tendent having given number teachers 
should entitled. With this authority 
quote, the superintendent would enabled 
before his board, unashamed and unafraid, 
and cite authority that would command respect 
and compliance. Without such standards, 
fears ask; or, asking, fails receive. 

Another cause for the lack help needed 
superintendents found their frequent at- 
titude toward parents, amounting 
spiracy silence, and for which boards 
education are oftentimes responsible. This 
sometimes the result carelessness and some- 
times indifference toward the people that 
interpreted contempt. Thus between the 
schools and the people built wall sep- 
aration which, intended defense against 
interference, becomes insuperable barrier 
the help that the people, the ultimate source 
power, alone can and would give, would 
trust instead distrusting them. have 
based our fears interference too much and 
without sufficient warrant the occasional 
complaints the exceptional parent with 
grievance, real imaginary. Thus has come 
about anomalous and wasteful condition 
affairs whereby the two great factors the edu- 
cation the child, the school and the home, 
are each working alone, often against instead 
co-operation with each other, each ignorant 
what the other trying do. 


That the people are willing their 
share evident from the fact that they now 
give blindly not only their children but large 
proportion the taxes which they voluntarily 
impose themselves, amounting the aver- 
age one-third, the cause education. 
incident that recently came the writer’s 
attention will serve illustration: 
certain city large building had been for 
third century menace the health 
many generations children. The attention 
the school board had been called re- 
peatedly but vain. the annual school 
meeting, its condition was reported volun- 
teer committee citizens. motion was 
made, discussed and carried that five thousand 
dollars appropriated for sanitary heating 
and ventilating plant, though every member 
the board voted against the proposition. 

further illustration and analogy may 
found the present political situation. In- 
surgents, are wanted; “progressives,” you 
please, deliver from age-long abuses. 
These men first must expect have their

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ARCHITECTS’ PIRACY. 

serious breach professional ethics. fact 
there other violation which undermines 
the work architect. Unfortunately the 
culprit usually escapes. Plans are accepted and 
the defeated architect, rather than create 
trouble, withdraws, leaving success and added 
glory his unfair competitor. 

The crimes stealing designs evidences it- 
self different forms and consequently dif- 
ferent degrees guilt. The most common and 
one which even good architects are often guilty 
of, so-called “adapting ideas.” Thus the 
New York Herald, Madison Square Garden 
Tower, Pilgrims’ Monument Providence and 
many other accepted pieces American archi- 
tecture are adaptations, pure and simple, 
European buildings. 

The practice “adapting ideas” must, 
course, not confused with following definite 
styles architecture erecting buildings 
keeping with certain periods. Styles are per- 
fectly legitimate provided honest effort 
made create something new. school ar- 
chitecture there has not been much the 
“adapting ideas” following styles. The 
Tudor, the Georgian, the Italian and Spanish 
Renaissance, the earlier Gothic, simplified 
extreme, have occupied the attention ar- 
chitects schools. 

The most criminal form architects’ pi- 
racy bold-faced stealing design and sub- 
mitting original for acceptance. This 
occurs frequently smaller districts where 
school boards wish local favor cul- 
tivating home talent. The results far 
the school board concerned are usually disas- 
trous, that the steal rarely fits local con- 
ditions. 

far west newspaper recently blazed the 
story excellent school building, just 
pleted, town will call Naturally the 
newspaper story was clipped the building 
news service companies throughout the country. 
middle west architect was one day surprised 
find his reports this newspaper story with 
photograph and floor plans the identical dupli- 
cate building had completed two years 
previous. Upon charging the architect with 
the steal, complete confession was made 
the very first answer with check for fifty 
dollars “hush money” save his reputa- 
tion with the school board. 

Illinois architect, about three years ago, 
submitted plans and specifications Michi- 
gan school house competition. After sifting 
down large number architects and plans, 
the school board finally became deadlocked be- 
tween the Illinois architect and another who 
had for years been considered the city’s archi- 
tect. long fight ensued until finally the board 
selected another architect, who happened 
doing some work the city during the con- 


test. The Illinois architect, the meantime, 
took defeat philosophically, awaiting only 
the return his plans terminate the matter. 
After several months his plans were returned 
from distant city instead the Michigan 
town where the competition had been held. 
The plans adopted the school board were 
almost identical with the plans submitted 
the Illinois architect, while the front elevation 
differs only few minor details. The build- 
ing stands monument school board’s 
ignorance and architect’s steal. 

Architects’ piracy becoming, day day, 
greater crime because the high professional 
ideals fought for such bodies the Ameri- 
can Institute Architects. Standards high 
those the lawyer and doctor are set for 
the members the profession. And yet abuses 
are common. where men 
great variety professional education are 
involved this expected. Nevertheless, 
piracies must branded unprofessional and 
cannot condemned language too strong. 

One steal ought condemn architect 
with superintendent school board. Crook- 
edness submitting design may taken 
standard moral responsibility. pre- 
liminary piece rottenness will make others 
plausible and often possible. The architect 
who steals ought ostracized the pro- 
fession and ought branded every 
school board the man who will always un- 
desirable. 


END THE BALTIMORE TROUBLE. 

The schools Baltimore are just coming out 
period fierce strife involving the school 
board, the teaching and the superintend- 
ent. Following sensational public trial, early 
last month, the leaders the two opposing fac- 
tions the board resigned and the mayor 
filled their places with prominent men who can 
relied upon act effectual stopper 
upon further exhibitions belligerence. The 
board has taken steps, also, revise its rules 
concerning the rating teachers re- 
move the chief causes for discontent among the 
corps and prevent recurrence the threat- 
ened insubordination. Several malcontents 
have been reprimanded for their recent activi- 
ties and the press and public have united with 
the board assuring cordial support Super- 
intendent Van Sickle for continuance his 
administrative policies. 

The troubles the Baltimore schools may 
attributed variety causes, all which 
combined keep turmoil that was not 
only disgrace the city, but also serious 
menace the efficiency the teaching and 
supervisory force. Some the underlying 
causes are pointed out Mr. Chancellor’s let- 
ter subsequent page. was the pressure 
public opinion finally which, aided well 
intentioned mayor, forced settlement upon the 
warring parties and now promises. make per- 
manent peace. 

gratifying that after all done Su- 
perintendent Van Sickle has come out the 
conflict with every charge against him dis- 
proven, his professional reputation unsullied— 
school administrator whose ability and force 
the and press cannot help but admire.

THE SALARY PROBLEM NEW YORK 
CITY. 

Supt. Wm. Maxwell New York City has 
recently suggested the board education 
plan for adjusting teachers’ salaries, which 
promise bring end the long conflict 
between the women teachers and school authori- 
ties. will remembered that the Inter- 
borough Association Women Teachers have 
for four five years carried insistent 
agitation for equal pay with the men employed 
the schools. Through their officers, the teach- 
ers have not only stormed the board educa- 
tion, but have also importuned the state legis- 
lature carry into effect their slogan “equal 
pay for equal work.” Practically all the 
plans which have been suggested for solving 
the problem, which largely financial one, 
have been torn pieces the discussions which 
arose, have been rejected not feasible 
the board education. 

recent public document, Supt. Maxwell 
submits three principles which should ob- 
served arranging schedule salaries. 
urges, first, that the plan payment should 
such stimulate industry the part 
the teachers, encourage individual improve- 
ment and reward exceptional merit. should, 
the assignment every teacher that posi- 
tion kind work for which she 
best fitted. should, thirdly, permit the 
organization classes and schools the most 
effective and economical manner, without re- 
ducing the salary any teacher making 
necessary the transfer teachers from one 
school another. 

With these three principles mind, Mr. 
Maxwell suggests modified form civil serv- 
ice promotion. would rate teachers one 
four classes, without sex distinction, and pay 
them strictly according ability. Thus, 
teacher entering the service would rated 
class (lowest class) and would promoted 
class soon she should gain per- 
manent license. She would advanced 
still higher class (C) upon vote the board 
superintendents, and she showed excep- 
tional fitness and merit, would advance still an- 
other grade, class

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CONCRETE SCHOOLHOUSES FIRE TRAPS 


JOHN SIMPSON, E., President American Concrete Steel Co., Newark, New Jersey.

The evolution school buildings the 
United States within the last two generations 
has been almost, not quite, great that 
the school curriculum. far stretch, 
yet entirely within the memory living men, 
from the log schoolhouses the middle west 
the modern, sanitary, fireproof schoolhouses 
reinforced concrete which are now springing 
all over the country. 

the east the log schoolhouse has entirely 
disappeared, replaced some communi- 
ties buildings frame construction 
the non-fireproof schools brick and wood, 
which were thought practically safe from 
destruction fire. 

the fourth day March, 1908, however, 
there was flashed over the telegraph wires 
every newspaper this and other countries the 
news great disaster. brick school- 
house, situated Collinwood, Ohio, suburb 
Cleveland, 165 school children lost their lives 
through the breaking out fire during school 
hours. 

The entire country was shocked. Action was 
taken hundreds school boards make 
‘their schools safer, but spite all that could 
done the fact remained that the schools were 
non-fireproof. 

has only been within the last few months 
that fire destroyed the dormitory Seton 
Hall, the well-known Roman Catholic college 
South Orange, New Jersey, and the newspa- 
pers only few days ago reported three disas- 
trous fires schools within one day, the largest 
one being the complete destruction the high 
Hackensack, J., which caused 
monetary loss $125,000.00. Fortunately these 
last fires occurred the early morning hours 
before school began. awful contemplate 
what the loss life might have been had the 
fire Hackensack broken out while the school 
was overcrowded with children, was the case 
Collinwood. The recent High street calamity 
Newark, when, factory equipped with 
fire-escapes, dozens girls were either burned 
met death leaping from the windows, 
should teach that, notwithstanding all such 
precaution avails nothing unless the build- 
ing itself constructed fireproof materials. 

The fact cannot questioned that the imme- 
diate attention the parents school pupils 
has been brought bear upon the safety 
their children and the demand has been naade 
that future buildings this character made 
fireproof, nearly modern methods permit. 
against fire schoolhouses can only had 
through the use fireproof materials con- 
struction. 

The log schoolhouse was one necessity. The 
pioneer the Middle West and the far West 
was different from his brethren the East. 
One the first things done after settlement 
was made was erect both schoolhouse and 
meeting place. These were, necessity, made 
logs, because they oftentimes had answer 
the double purpose school and blockhouse.

must remembered, however, that our 
forefathers were wise their own generation.

with regularity; yet the loss life was 
nothing compared that the present 
generation. 

the population grew certain centers, 
however, land became more valuable and build- 
ings this character could longer spread 
over large spaces ground.

Not one person thousand knows perhaps 
that the United States Government owns build- 
ings that cost over $300,000,000, and spend- 
ing each year many more millions for new build- 
ings, number which are now being erected 
reinforced concrete. may surprise, 
also, many know that not one dollar in- 
surance carried these buildings. Insurance 
would cost the government half million dollars 


insuring 


annually. But this, owing the fact that the 
buildings themselves are fireproof, saved. 

has been learned that the difference cost 
between fireproof buildings and inflammable 
buildings considerably less than generally 
supposed, and this fact should instrumental 
the building flimsily con- 
structed firetraps, especially schools. During 
the year 1907 the fire losses the United States 
exceeded the total value all the gold, silver 
copper and petroleum produced that year, and 
was also found that nearly one-half the 
value all new buildings the United States 
annually destroyed fire. 

addition this awful waste wealth 
1,449 persons were killed and 5,654 were injured 
fires during the year 1907. 

Here the United States the ordinary wood 
construction invites fire, requires extensive re- 
pairs and barely lives two generations. The ex- 
tensive rebuilding made necessary fires and 
poor construction adds the depletion the 
forests, the spring floods and the summer 
droughts, the higher cost food and the 
greater expense living. the last ten 
years the cost wood construction has doubled. 
The cost reinforced concrete construction has 
cheapened. 

fireproof structure needs insurance save 
the interior furnishings. This difference 
alone, together with the cost maintenance, 
and the loss from depreciation, would itself 
save the entire cost the concrete building 
two generations, which the average total life 
the wood structure. 

But, return the subject fireproof 
school buildings: One the most difficult 
problems designing that the small school 
building, containing all the best equipment 
plumbing, heating and ventilation, making 
building absolutely fireproof and keeping 
cost within reasonable sum. That this 
successfully done has been demonstrated 
both Milburn and Irvington, J., where 
open competition the fireproof buildings were 
found practically less cost than those 
brick and wood construction. 

Special attention might here the 
small schoolhouses, which are usually built 
the suburbs small towns. many cases the 
fire protection entirely inadequate, and when 
once fire does there always grave 
danger loss life well the total de- 
struction the property. the larger cities 
the fire-fighting facilities are greater, yet ever 
here the danger exists, for matter how ex-

Something might said here reference 
the misleading term semi-fireproof. term 
has done much damage the last few years 
perhaps this, which only means the fire- 
proofing the corridors schools. 

The fire Collinwood started about o’clock 
the morning and was supposed have been 
caused over-heated furnace. what use 
would have been have had fireproof corri- 
dors this school when the classrooms were 
wood? The fire from the basement addition 
burning away the classroom floors and filling 
the rooms with smoke and flame, leaped out and 
swept through the corridors. The building it- 
self was completely destroyed; only the outside 
brick walls remained standing. The floors and 
roof fell into the interior early the fire. 

few weeks after the Collinwood fire the 
board education Irvington, J., brought 
out plans for the erection four-classroom 
building and the writer solicited opportunity 
submit alternate proposition rein- 
basis. The original design 
ealled for typical brick walls with wood floor 
When the bids were received 
was found that this building could duplicated 
concrete for $300 less than the 
best prices received the basis brick and 
wood. result, the town Irvington, 
J., must given the being the first 
adopt this type building for public schools 
this section the country. After several 
years service the building has proven satis- 
factory that the authorities have adopted this 
method construction for all new schoolhouses. 

While this building was progress con- 
struction, the members the board educa- 
tion Summit, J., who were planning 
erect nine class-room and assembly building, 
visited the work and were well pleased with 
the construction that they adopted reinforced 
concrete for their new Lincoln school. 

The neighboring town Chatham, J., 
few months later obtained bids both brick 
and wood and concrete. The result 
the bidding showed that reinforced concrete 
building could built for the same price the 
building brick and wood.

One bid, however, 
and wood was about the same the price 
the concrete basis. The board, however, decided 
favor the reinforced concrete building.

Children will excluded for the follow- 
ing diseases: Scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
litis, mumps, smallpox, chickenpox, 
whooping cough, pediculosis, ringworm, impet- 
igo, scabies, and all other contagious diseases 
the skin and scalp, and contagious eye dis- 
eases.
